It can be advanced in good 
faith only by one who never lived ina 
crowded community, and does not 
know what a park in such a community 
is, or who uses it. 

Who is it that gets the enjoyment 
out of Boston Common, or the New 
York Central Park, or the parks of 
London or Paris? Is it the rich, who 
live near them and drive in them and 
pay for them? Or is it the poor, who 
there find ou each Sunday and holiday 
the one place in the world where they 
zeta breath of fresh air or see a green 
thing? The rich have their own pleas- 
ure grounds and gardens. In the sum- 
mer they go to the country and the 
sea-shore. Even here in Quincy those 
who are only well-to-do have their 
beach-houses at Great Hill and at Nan- 
tasket, and they go down to them in 
the hot weather. How is it with the 
poor’ Do the children of those who 
work for day-wages,—the majority 
even of our Quincy community,— do 
they in their holidays and vacations get 
down to the beaches and pass their 
time on the sea-shore’ We all know 
they do not. They know very well 
that they do not themselves 

A few years ago it was different. 
Quincey had no need of any park or 
public pleasure ground in my boyhood, 
for the simple reason that it was all 
park. Vacant land then lay every 
where, and it was all open. No one 
thought of putting up notices forbid- 
bing trespassers. Field, hill and grove 
were free to all. That has long since 
ceased to be the case Year by year 
it is getting to be less and less the case. 
A short time ago a town-committee 
found it almost impessible te secure an 
open space for a town celebration, and 
if tresspassing was forbidden on the 
‘Crane pasture’ the boys would be 
puzzled to find a place to play base 
ball. This is not right. No commu- 
nity should allow itself to be shut out 
in this way. If provision for a town- 
common has not been made from the 


beginning, it cannot be wade tov seon. , 


To return, however, to the * poor- 
man’s” argument,—to the wonderful 
proposition that, in someway, the hav- 
ing a public pleasure ground is another 
benetit for the rich and a fresh imposi- 
tion on the poor. | wish those who 
advance this precious argument could 
pass, as now and then I have had to 
pass, a sultry August ory in a great 
city. One begins to get a realizing 

dea then what parks are for. Itisa 
good many years since I was in Paris, 
but I well remember that nothing gave 
ine such an insight into the lives of the 
French people, and such a saving re- 
spect for them, as those summer Sun- 
days in Paris. The French people are 
very good to children. Much better to 
them thau the English are. I used 
then to see the parks full of little fam- 
ily groups. They would go out from 
their close habitations in the hot city 
in the morning,—the father, the moth- 
er and two or three children,— the 
father carrying the great luncheon 
basket, and the mother the youngest 
child. During the day you could see 
them all playing together on the grass 
or under the trees; and at dusk you 
met them in the streets again, going 
home, all as tired as they could be, 
both father and mother carrying a child 


sound asleep in their arms, while 
another child behind them lugged the 
now empty basket Dr. Sheehan, I 
think, could probably give experiences 
of the same sort. Those were poor 
people. They knew, however, what a 
park was for, and who got the real good 
outof it. I have seen much the same 
thing in New York. I would very 
much like to see it in Quincy. 

What is the alternative to it?—The 


street= and the gutters Those who 
advance the ‘ poor-man’s”* argument 


know this well 


enough ;—or they would 
know it if they would reflect a moment 
Those who live in tenement houses 
can’town gardens. Unless the public 
provides a garden they must go with- 
out; and the streets and the gutters 
must supply for them the place of a 
garden. This again is not right;—it is 
sumewhat less than right, it is fairly 
inhuman. Yet this is just what those 
are in favor of who talk of a park- being 
afresh imposition on the poor. They 
either ignorant, or thoughtless, or 
constitutionally otherwise-minded 
Yet in this case they have not worked 
o vain, and in March last, when the 
acceptance of the Park act was voted 
on, it was most singular to see what a 
hold this ‘+ poor-man’s *’ argument had 
upon the minds of those who could 
possibly get for themselves and their 
children nothing but good out of what 
they were voting against. It was no 
use arguing with them. They had 
been labored with and were convinced. 
As I over-heard one of them tersely put 
it:—**Don’t want no park nohow!"’—in 
other words the streets and the gutters 
were good enough for them and their 
children, and they wanted nothing bet- 
ter. Here is a fleld for missionary work 
for some one. Those who talk thus 
simply do not know what a park is, or 
who it isfor. If they did they never 
would talk so. A park is a great edu- 
cator.

CONTINUED 
The diseases that we have mentioned 
(excepting the last) are not always 
caused by using alcoholic liquors. Many 
invalids suffering from such diseases 
have never taken alcohol. It is only 
by learning the history of each case that 
the cause of the disews- can be known. 

A great variety of the diseases come 
more or less frequently from the use of 
alcoholic liquors. Dr. Gordon, of Lou- 
don Hospital, says that they amount to 
seventy-five cases in one hundred 
Professor Buchanan, of Glasgow Hos- 
pital, says that a large proportion of 
the accidents which they have to treat 
are more or less directly due to the ef- 
fects of intoxication. The condition 
of the bleod of even moderate drinkers 
is so bad, that surgeons very much dis- 
like to operate upon them.
